Cattle Auction Markets 


Grown in the Southwest 


CLOVIS, N. M.—Because of in- 
creasing Pacific Coast demands for 
/beef, ainew type of stock market 
has developed in eastern New 
|Mexico and west Texas which are 
|handling almost as many cattle as 
such markets as Kansas City and 
Denver. 

The markets are auction rings 
through which beef cattle pass to 
|\the feeding lots of California to be 
jfattened to prime beef for the 
|coast, | 
In the past six years one of the 
joiggest markets has developed at 
Clovis, where two rings this year 
will handle half a million cattle. 
|That adds up to $50,000,000 and the 
\towns biggest single business. Sim- 
ilar markets have developed at 
jAmarillo and Lubbock, Texas. 
Together these three auction cen- 
|ters handle almost as many cattle 
jas Kansas City, where receipts 
ast year were 1,650,701 cattle and 
‘alves, and Denver, where receipts 
vere 978,716. 

The auctions, however, are not 
rivals of the big markets, They are 
distribution points from which the 
range cattle come and are sent on 
to farms and feed lots. 

The region formerly marketed 
its beef in Kansas City, but the de- 
mand for beef to supply Pacific 
Coast needs upped the price for 
cattle shipped west. The auction 
|sales rings were. able to do the 
ljob because it was cheaper to ship 
\from these regional markets than 
lit was to ship to Kansas City and 
back to the Pacific Coast. 

The markets are begituing to 
handle sheep new vith sales 
}amounting to about 3,000 a week.

Banks, Farms 


Cooperating 
In Soil Plan 


NEILLSVILLE, Wis. — Under a 
program worked out by county 
agent’ and the soil conservation 
service of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, the bank- 
ers and farmers of Clark and 
Wood counties are rebuilding the 
mreat Spencer soil area of central 
Wisconsin, 

There are some 350,000 acres of 
Spencer soil in the area—shallow, 
fertile loam with the topsoil only 
six to eight inches deep over hard- 
pan clay and unproductive subsoil. 

As the farmers kept cropping 
this thin cover of soil, the flelds 
played out, When the dry weather 
hit in 1948 and again in 1949, most 
of the dairymen had to buy hay and 
commercial feeds by the ton, Too 
often their flelds did not produce 
grass or grain to carry them 
through the winter, 

Bankers Take Notice 


Having to import hay at $30 to 
$45 a ton had the dairy farmers 
hanging on the ropes financially, 
Then, the bankers took notice, 

Because there was ample evi- 
dence that the fault was human and 
not nature's, extension agents and 
the bankers met and agreed to 
loan a farmer funds enough to over- 
haul his land with no payment on 
principal for two years and 2 per 
cent interest, The loans are ear- 
marked for lime and _ fertilizer 
purchase, 


Accurate soil tests were made 
to determine the needs of the dif- 
ferent farms. Agreements were 
signed by the farmers to follow 
an approved rotation practice, 

Lime Is Used 


Then, commercial trucks equip- 
ped with spreaders began hauling 
tons of lime and fertilizers to de- 
pleted pastures and hayfields, re- 
building the worn land for grass 
and legumes, The cost is running 
as much as $380 to $40 an acre, al- 
most as much as the land cost 
originally. 

County agents report four to six 
tons of lime is being spread per 
acre and from 700 to 900 pounds of 
high tension fertilizer, Half is 
spread to be plowed under and the 
other half spread on the 
and worked into the land. 

After this treatment the land is 
reseeded with alfalfa and clover. 

This year, spurred along by an 
abundance of rain, many of the 
Spencer loam farms are again 
rich with hay and grass. The area 
is again becoming known as the 
“cloverland of the state.’’ 

The program is one of the big- 
gest land overhauling jobs ever 
tackled in Wisconsin, soil conser- 
vation officials report. And it again 
demonstrates what can be accom- 
plished with cooperation between 
the small town and the farmer. 


Connecticut Town /s 
Subject of Experiment 


GRANBY, Conn.—Something new 
in Connecticut landscape projects 
took place in Granby recently. For 
the first time in state history, 20 
buildings in a typica] Connecticut 
town were newly planted in a co- 
operative project by five nurseries. 


The event heralded Plant Con- 
necticut Week. Work began at 9 


a.m, and required a crew of 40 men 
for a full day. Good topsoil was 
hauled in by truck. 

The project was directed by Owen 
S. Trask, extension horticulturist 
for the College of Agriculture at 
the University of Connecticut, 

“We hope to show other Con- 
necticut towns how they can become 
more attractive with trees, shrubs 
and plants,’’ Trask said, ‘An at- 
tractive community means better 
living, better business, and greater 
civic pride,

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Soil Misuse Causes 
Decline of Community; 


Once Had 1,500 People 


FLORENCE, N, Y.—The town of 


Florence, once a_ thriving com- 
munity of 1,500 people, today has 
less than 500. It consists of a few 
scattered houses, a one-room 
school, two churches, a general 
store and an inn, 

This decline of Florence was 
brought about by misuse of the 
soil, reports the U, S. Department 
of Agriculture’s soil conservation 
service which is making a study of 
the community. Soil conservation 
officials call the town an object 
lesson in land use-capability. 

Early settlers cut the native for- 
ests, stripped off hemlock bark for 
the early tanneries and let the logs 
rot where they fell. Later they 
plowed the rocky, thin, unwilling 
land, 

The top soil, unprotected by for- 
ests and undergrowth, washed off 
in layers, 

At first the native grass was suffi- 
cient to produce fair herds of dairy 
eattle. Several cheese factories 
sprang up around the town, 

Eventually the cattle found thin- 
ner and thinner fare on the barren, 
acid soils. Poor roads and long 
distances to the liquid milk mar- 
kets dropped an iron curtain 
around the local dairy farms. 

There were other factors in the 
decline of Florence, namely, two 
wars drained off the young, the 
dissatisfied and the ¢unny day 
farmers. Farm workers preferred 
the $90 a week pay offered to semi- 
skilled workers to worrying about 
sick cows and poor soil for $5 a | 
day. 

Basically, however, the fate of 
Florence was settled by the soil on 
which the town was built. 

Now the land is beifig replanted 
in trees under the supervision of 
soil conservation officials, It may 
sométime in the future become a 
prosperous lumbering area, 


K entucky Mining Town 
Is Host to Dutch Girl 


PIKEVILLE, Ky, — The small 
town of Pikeville has taken it upon 
itself to teach a young Dutch girl 
the American way of life. 

Under sponsorship of the town's

Center of Population 
Near Illinois Village 


DUNDAS, Ill.—The ¢mall town 
of Dundas has become the center 
of the United States as far as pop- 
ulation is concerned, 

The census bureau has announce: 
ed the nation’s center of population, 
based on the 1950 census, is located 
in a corn field on the farm of Mr 
and Mrs. Carl Snider, a short dis 
tance from Dundas. 

The new center is 42 miles west 
and seven and one-half miles south 
of the 1940 center near Carlisle 
Ind. 

The westward movement of the 


nation’s population center has 
totaled 644 miles in the last 160 
years, Since 1790 this movement 


has been at the rate of 4.025 miles 
a year. 

In 1790 the center was 23 miles 
east of Baltimore. That's the 
farthest north it ever got. The new 
center is the farthest south, 

Only 30 miles lay between the 
north and south extremes. The cen- 
ter has remained within a few miles 
of the 39th parallel in its westward 
movement. 

Census bureau officials said the 
new westward movement reflects 
the trend of migration after World 
War II due to the establishment of 
industries in the west and south,

Handling Your Spaniel 


by Maxwell Riddle, prominent dog 
trainer and one of the authors of 
the Purina Gun Dog Book 


The gun shy Spaniel or Cc xker is 
p rarity. 

If you accustom your dog to .ivises 
gradually as you train him, you 
won’t have to worry. If he’s truly 
gun shy, you won't have to worry 
either. Get another dog instead of 
breaking your heart over that. 

Many men accustom their dogs to 
shooting by moving them gradually 
up to a skeet or trap field. Others 
take their puppies into the field 
where older dogs are being shot over. 
This works well, specially if experi- 
enced dogs are tied near the edge 
of the field. 

These will pass their own excite- 

, ment on to the puppy, so that when 
the gun goes off, it eomes to mean 
excitement and pleasure for the pup 
as for the older dog. 

Most Spaniels are body scent dogs. 
That is, they pick up scents out of 
the air, rather than ground tracks. 
For this reason, dogs which locate 
| birds at long distances on the flush, 
| may fail to track the running crip- 
ples. Or, great cripple getters some- 
times are poor finders of sitting 
birds. Top dogs are both. 

To teach trailing, tie a pigeon’s 
wings and set. him in the grass a 
hundred yards from the loft, or in a 
vacant lot at the farthest end from 
your home, He'll start walking home, 

Your dog can then get practice 
trailing him, Mallard ducks work 
well on this also, 

This sort of work is wonderful for 
teaching your dog to come off a hot 
trail when you order him to. This 
is sometimes required at trials, 
| where the bird runs too far off the 
course, And it may save your dog’s 
life if a bird is running toward a 
highway, other hunters, etc, 

Also, it is the final lesson in teach- 
ing your dog to be a part of your 
Yunting team.
